The Eleventh Session of this Committee met 
‘this year under the, able Presidency of Mme. 
Romniciano, of Roumania — a-country which: has 
already supplied one notable champion of women’s 
rights in the person of Mme. Helen Vacaresco. ° 


The most important Conyen- 
tion for the protection of women 
concluded by, the League was 
that of 1921 which provided that 
not only procuration but attempts 
‘to procure 
should be made punishable, that 
the age of consent be raised to 
twenty-one years, and that Gov- 
ernments should take every pos- 
sible precaution for the preven- 
tion of the traffic, reporting an- 
nually on what they had done to 
the Council of the League. 

Wide Katification. 

This Convention has now been 
very widely ratified. Last year. 
ten fresh ratifications were re- 
ceivéd, including two from 
European States, Monaco and 
Lithuania. The Irish Free State 
is now the only European Mem- 
ber of the League which has not 
yet adhered to the Convention. 
Fifteen ‘other Members of -the 
League have not yet adhered. 

. With the exception of Abyssinia 
these ara exclusively. South and 
‘Central American States. “Two 
of these, Panama and Peru, have 
stated that they are considering 
the possibility of conceding. 

Of the non-Member States, the 
United States, are ‘unable to ad- 
here to the Convention, since 
some of these provisions fall 
within the competence of the 
States, and cannot be dealt with 
by the’ Federal Government, 
which has, however, stated that 
it is not only fn axmpathy me

It is clear that much remains 
to be done since it is precisely 
the States of South and Central 
America where the traffic is most 
prevalent. | Ngvertheless, : ‘the 
progress being made,- if slow, is 
substantial, and the voluntary 
organisations which report an- 
nually to the League Committee, 
are doing much good work even 
in those countries ‘which "have 
taken no official measures for the 
suppression of the traffic, 

The Age Limit. 

Another point which the Com- 
mittee is considering is the total 
‘abolition of the age limit: At 
present a trafficker can escape 
any penalty by alleging that he 
or she had reason to believe that 
the victim was over twenty-one. 
The Committee wish it to. he 
more severe in the case of al 
minor. 

'The proposal to abolish the 
age Hmit has so far received the} 
consent of twenty-six States,|; 
but it seems necessary to retain 
it until there’ is a certain pro- 
spect of the more universal aboli- 
tion of licensed houses,

The Venerable John Southworth 
was educated at the seminary at 
Douni, established in the reign of 
Queen) Elizabeth for Catholic 
who could not then 
educated in England.
